PPOVWE non-Christian peoples of the 
Philippine [slands constitute ap- 


proximately an eighth of the en- 
tire population of the islands, “The terri- 
tery which they occupy or control com- 
prises an imtnense region in northern 
Lauzon," all but a narrow coastal strip im 
Mindoro, all but a few small isolate! 
regions along the coast in the great islanil 
of Palawan, the whole interior and a cone 
siderable part of the coast region of Mfin- 
danao, extensive areas in southern Luzon 
and in Negros and Panay, as well as the 
islands of Pasilan, Jolo, Siassi, Tawi 
‘Tawi, Balabac, Cagayan de Jolo, and the 
very numerous adjacent small islands. Tt 
is not ton much to say that wit the present 
time approximately half of the territory 
of the Philippine Eslands ts inhabited by 
them, so far-as itis inhabited at all. 
* There are probably no regions in the world 
where within sittilar areas there dwell so larer 
a rember of distinct peoples as are to be fortnd 
in northern Lien and in the interior of Min- 


cane,

All of the notive tibabitants of the 
Philippines are assignable either to the 
black race (the Negrito peoples) or to 
the brown race (the peoples of Malayan 
ortiin), So far jas concerns the latter, 
it should be added that the original Ma- 
lay blood has in many instances been 
matenally, modified by intermarriage 
with Negritis, Motigolians, or Canca- 
sians, although a considerable number of 
the mountam tribes have intermarricd 
little with Negritos, less with Mongo- 
linns, and with Caucasians hardly at all. 
Indeed, among the Bontoc Igorots in the 
cnrlier days, when motherhood was some- 
times forces) upon the women by white 
invaders, it was the custom promptly to 
kall the resulting mtectico children. 

I have already described the Negritos, 
llongots, Kalingas, liugaos, Gontoc Io- 
rots, andl wild Tingnans in the Septem- 
her, 1912, number of the NATIONAL Gro. 
GRAPHIC ALAcazing, devotmng special at- 
tention to their head-hunting customs; 
but.as the convenience of having even 
brief descriptions of all Philippe non- 
Christian tribes included in one article 
seems obvious, | venture here to record 
some additional facts concerning these 
peoples, and to restate some few of the 
facts already set forth, 

Incidentally, IT give a few references 
to important publications, from which 
thase who care to pursue the anhject ur- 
ther can obtain many additional details: 

THE ATA (SEE. PICTURE, PAGE T1f7) 

This designation is dérived from a 
word meaning “high” or “on top of” 
and is applied to the members of a tit 
mencally rather unimportant group of 
people inhahiting high mountains in the 
interior of Mindanao back of the town 
of Davao. 

We are still mdebted to Jesuit mis- 
sionary priests for practically all the re- 
liable information which we have con- 
cerning these people, and it is meager In- 
deed. The Jesuits say of them, “The 
Atazs inhabit the regions about Monnt 
Apo and to the northwest. They are of 
@ superior type, and this is especially 
true of their chiefs, who have aquiline 
noses, thick beards, and are tall. They

are very brave and hold their own with 
the Moros. Their protatle number is 
8.000. be 

While [am inclined to doubt the pro- 
priety of ranking these people as a dis- 
tinct tribe, as this has heretofore heen 
fone, and as | myself have scen them 
but once, I here provisionally adopt the 
decision of others who have hac better 
opportunities for investigation (sce photo, 
page 1107). : 


THE BAGONGS. (SHE PIOTHES, PAGES 1161 
To 1163) 

The people of this interesting tribe, 
who are said to number some 12,000, are 
confined to the district of Davao, in 
Mindanao, and more especially to that 
portion of it in the vicinity of Mount 
Apo. They are strong, robust, and rela- 
tively tall, reaching a height of 1,750 
millimeters (roughly, about 5 feet 9 
inches). Many individuals are quite nce 
ticeably gag Their hair i not 
infrequently wavy or slightly curled. 
The Jesuits say of them that “their pro- 
file is effeminate, the boys and girls be- 
ing indistinguishable and the latter hav- 
img the vigor of the former.” Not only 
is this trite, but I have noted that visitors 
in Inoking over my collection of photo- 
Fraphs very commonly mistake Bagobo 
men for women, . 

The dress of the Bagobos is especially 
striking. The cloth which they use is 
woven hy them from carefully selected 
and dyed fibers of Manila hemp, aricl is 
subsequently treated with wax in such a 
way as to make it very smooth and dn- 
rable, The subdued colors of this cloth 
produce a pleasing effect, and-it is orna- 
mented tm a most tasteful manner with 
élahoarate bead and mother-of-pearl worl. 
The men wear short, long-sleeved jarck- 
ets, often elaborately ornamented, trou- 
strs which do not reach quite to the 
knee and have beadwork around their 
hottioms, kerchicts or turbans on their 
heads, and sashes or girdles at the wuist, 
into which are thrust their war-lenives, 
in peculiarly shaped double- pointed 
sheaths, These sheaths are often. clabo- 
rately ornamented with beadwork and 
with horse-hair plimes (see page 1161). 


NON-CHRISTIAN PEOPLES OF PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


When aman has killed others, he wears 
on his head a kereluef of reddish-choco- 
late color ormamented with characteris- 
tic almost tectangular white markings, 
made by tying knots in the cloth before 
it is dyed. The edge of this kerchief is 
usually ornamented with beads, and it is 
worn with one point hanging down over 
the forehead . of the owner, Light-col-

CURIOUS EAR ORNAMENTS 
In addition, the men commonly wear 


behind, suspended from their shoulders 


by thongs which pass tinder their arma, 
bags highly ornamented with beadwork. 
The men are also especially fond of a 
peculiar car ormament consisting of an 
immense disk of ivory two or more 
inches im dinmeter, connected| with a sec- 
ond and somewhat smaller disk by a 
neck-jnece and resembling an enormous: 
collar-button with a short shank (see 
page 1163). ‘The smaller disk is thrust 
through a great opening in the lobe of 
the ear and the flesh contracts about the 
shank, holding tt securely in place. Such 
an ornament may be worth one or more 
carabaos, accordmg to its size, and when 
7 man 18 So fortunate AS. in own two 
ivory disks he usually also wears head 
necklaces connecting them. 

The offensive weapons of the Bagobos 
ire well-shaped ances and heavy knives. 
For defense they use large woolen 
shields of characteristic form, which are 
often quite elaborately carved (ste page 
Lit). 

The women wear upper garments and 
skirts which very effectively cover their 
bodies. Their arms, anil sometimes their 
ankles aa well, are loaded down with or- 
naments fashioned from brass and from 
the shells of giant clams. They are very 
fond of small bells, which are worn 
around their watsts and legs suspended 
from bead pendants. While they do mot 
have bells on their toes, they are: abwn- 
danthy supphed woth rings on their fin- 
cers, and certainly have music wherever 
they -@o (see pages 1161 and 1163).

HUMAN SACHIFICE PRACTICED 

The Bagobos live in small villages, 
riled by chiefs called datos, They 
are relatively industrious agriculturists. 
Some of them own quite extensive hemp 
plantations and have accumulated con- 
siderable wealth, A number of Amer- 
ican planters have employed Bagobos as 
laborers and have found them satisfac- 
tory. 

In the past the people. af this tribe 
have taken and kept siaves, and have 
habitually indulged im human sacrifices 
when things were going wrong with 
them, In fact several such sacrifices 
have been made since the. American 6c- 
cupation, the simple-minded participants 
admitting the fact readily enough and 
being quite surprised that any one should 
take exception to a custom believed by 
them to be not merely proper but highly 
commendable. 

They have until recently carried on 
intermittent warfare with neighboring 
tribes ‘and to some extent among them- 
selves, but are: now living: quietly and 
peaceably, 

They are a mittsic-loving people and 
fashion some large and heantifulty orna- 
mented strmged instruments. Some of 
their dances are most attractive. I[ hove 
known a professional Bagobo teacher of 
music and dancing. 

Much time has been devoted by sev- 
eral competent observers to the study of 
the Hagobos, and when the results of 
their observations are published we shall 
know much more about the people of 
this tribe than we do at present. They 
are certainly in many ways most inter- 
esting and attractive; but the costom of 
making human sac rifices, which they 
share with the Manobos, dows: not com- 
mend itself to the average Anierican. 
This custom alone affords adequate 
pround for separating them from nearly 
all other Philippine tribes. 


THE HWILANES (SEE PICTURE, PAGE 1166) 
The Gilanes:inhabit a portion of south- 
ern Mindanao lving to the west, south, 


and ¢ast of Lake Buluan and extending 
to the end of the tittle peninsula which 
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terminates in Ftingian Point; also the 
mountain peaks of the Cordillera be- 
tween Sabo and Malalag, and the Saran- 
gant Islands, which lie immediately squth 
of the southernmost point of Mindanao, 

The mountain dwellers are attacked 
and enslaved by neighboring tribes, but 
those living in the Sarangani Islands 
have proved alumidantly able to protect 
themselves, | 

No special study of the peaple of this 
tribe las ever been made and no reliable 
information ts-aynilable.as. to their num 
ber (see page 1166). 


THE SUKIDNONS (SER PICTURES, Packs 
Ti6g TO 166) 

The designation “Bukidnon,” which 
really means “metntain people,” is gen- 
erally understood to refer to a tribe which 
inhabits the subprovinee of the same 
nuime in northern Mindanao, and in one 
or two places extends over the mountain 
barrier which forms the dividing line he- 
tween Bukidnon and Dutuat. At pres- 
ent they number 25,000 to 30,000, They 
are frequently called “Monteses,” but this 
mime is a Spanish term meanimp “nein 
tain people.” 

Many of the men and women-are con- 
spictiomsty tall, ‘The hair of some indi- 
Wihwils is straight and lank: others have 
wavy hair; while: a limited number, in 
whose veins there doubtless Aows a con- 
siderable amount of Negrito blood, have 
ruther closely curling locks, Many indi- 
Viduals are of very prepossessing appear- 
ance, One's: attention is immediately at- 
tracted hy the small and often very slen- 
der hands and feet of the women. 

Well-tolo men wear long trousers 
reiching to the ankles and hanging out- 
side of these long shirts with full sleeves, 
Trousers and shirts are mode of pieces 
of bright blue, scarlet, and white cetton 
cloth carefully stitched together in more 
or less elaborate geometric patterns and 
are of very striking appearance (see page 
166). ‘Trousers often have cuffs at the 
bottoms of the legs, 

Dates who have killed large numbers 
of enemies wear a most remarkable head 
athament, fashioned from cloth of prild, 
with elaborate searlet, blue, or white tas- 
acl (see page 1164), So far as my ob- 
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servation goes, no other Philippine. tribe 
has anything in the lemst like in. 

The women wear long-sleeved tipper 
garments of scurlet, blue, anil white 
patchwork, Their skirts are long and 
may be fashioned of the above-mentioned 
materials, or made of solid pieces of cloth 
purchased from the Filipinos of the north 
coast.or the Moros who live to the south 
and west (see pages £165 and 1166). 
Most of the women have very large silver 
ear ornoments of characteristic form 
“buttoned” inte great holes in the lobes of 
their ‘ears, Thetr hair is worn banged 
across the forehead, with enormous love- 
locks hanging down in front df their ears 
They wear tings of brass or silver on 
their fingers and toes, the number in- 
creasing with the wealth of the owner 
until individual digits are completely cov— 
ered and hence become practically useless 

A balddtnan man is supposed to: have 
but one wite, but frequently keeps, more 
or less openly, a number of concubines. 





THE MOUNTAINEERS SETTLE ON THE 
PLAINS 

In the past the Bukidnon people have 
preferred to live ¢cattered through, the 
mountains in isolated families or small 
groups. During Spamsh days Jesuit 
missioniry priests brought considerable 
nombers of them together into villages, 
and since the American occupation al- 
mast all of them have been persuaded to- 
forsake the forest-clad mountains in fa- 
vor of the level, fertile plains, where they 
have built good houses grouped in bea- 
tifully kept and sanitary villages, which 
have broad plazas anil clean, well-drained 
streets (see pages 1232 antl 1236), 

The Bukidnons are naturally a peace- 
ful and a very industrious agricultural 
people, bet in self-defense have been 
compelled to stand off the neighboring: 
more warlike tribes: of the interior and 
their Chnatian Filipino neighbors as well. 

Since 1907, whe the subprovince of 
Gukidnon was cut off from the province 
of Misamis, active efforts have teen 
made to protect these kindly and natu- 
rally industrious, intelligent, ant progress 
ive people, and the results obtamed have: 
beet most salistactory. 
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PADDING AS ARMOR 

A Bukidnon warnor equips hiniself in 
a sort of rude armor, consisting of par- 
ments thickly padded with kapok, or tree 
cotton, lela in place with sands upon 
yards of strong cotton cloth (sve page 
1164). War-knife and lance are the of- 
fensive weapons, while a large wooden 
shield of characteriatic form is sed for 
defense, 

The Bukidnons jove musi¢ and dances, 
in which women aril girls very gracefully 
manipulate kerchicfs or shawls between 
their extended fingers, moving woh # 
peculiar gliding step wholly different 
from anything to be seen among other 
Philippine tribes, 

‘A distinguished visitor upon approach- 
mg a Bukidnon town is usually met by 
a fully armed warrior, who. brandishes a 
formidable lance with a bell on the end 
of its long handle. ‘his dangerous-look- 
ing Individual dances alwait in a moat as- 
RES 2 fashion, making faces, thrust- 
ing out his tongue, ati) shaking his. lance 
as if about to run one through. Though 
expected to-snule appreciatively at this 
rather alanning display, 2 man can tsi- 
ally not quite fitiret how absolutely he is 
at the mercy of an armetl-savage. 

Nearly all the Hukidnon villages have 
well-attended schoils:and are connected 
with telephone lines, which are freely 
sed, The people are converting their 
heeatiial aad nabiirally rich country into 
a checkerboard, with reads and trails tor 
dividing lines, ‘They are giving up their 
hicturesque native costume so rapidly 
that typical garments are even now hard 
to obtain—a fact which is to be regretted, 
as the garb of the Filipinos which they 
ane adapting is not more modest or more 
serviceable and is fat less picturesque, 

THE BULANGAN ES 

The Bulanganes inhabit a forested atul 
mountainans region insouthern Mindanao 
extending over some 45 miles from Ta- 
mortica toward the southeast coast. 

The Jesuits say of them that they are 


29 savage and fierce that even the Moros 


are ‘afraid of them and call them bad 
people. 

They constitate a tebe of doubtful 
validity; included here solely on the an-

thority of Jestit missionary priests, It is 
highly probable that a careful study of 
the peoples living in the vicinity of the 
Gulf of Davao will résult, as such a study 
has resulted in northern Lauzon, in greatly 
reducing the number of recogmied tribes. 
THE GUIANGAS 

‘The Guiangas, who mbhabit the oorth- 
ern ami ¢éastern slopes of Mount Apo 
and the River Mala-and its. tributaries, 
in the district. of Davao, are said by the 
oo to be in all respects similar to the 
Bagobos, although they speak a peculiar 
dialect. According to the Jesuit, Father 
Gispart, who did missionary work among 
them, they number approximately 6,400, 
_ Althongh I have seen then only once, 
| venture to express doubt as to whether 
they are really tribally distinct from the 
Bagebes, [ think at more probable that, 
as in the case of the two groups of Hen- 
guel Igorots speaking. Kakanai an Na- 
halot respectively, ‘this is a case of two.

THE IUGAGSs (SEX PICTURES, races rif,

‘The Ifugaos area poweriul, warlike, 
headhunting tribe, numbering at present 
125,00 They inhabit a very mountain- 
ous but forthe most part wnforesterd re- 
fon in the central part of northern Lu 
gon, which formerly constituted the 
northwestem portion of the province of 
Nueva Vizcnya, but has net been made-a 
subprovinee of the Mountain Province 
and bears the name of the tribe. | 

Although the men are not large or 
heavily healt anil many oof the women 
ate comparatively small, they are a 
healthy, vigorous, well-omscled, and com- 
paratively cleanly people. 

The ordinary dress of the men i¢ a 
long, dark-blie clout, with or without 
white stripes or 4earlet figures. Tn addi- 
tion, men Who can afford to do se often 
carry more or Jest elaborately woven 
Hlankets, Their chests, necks, and some- 
times their lew= are ornamented with tat- 
too patterns peculiar to the tribe (see 
pace TIT).

The men of certain towns, and espe 
cially of Sapao, are ‘skillful in working 
and tempering steel. They make excel- 
fent fance-heads and war-knives. They 
are the only people in the Philippines 
whe do not noterally and normally eat 
with their hngers. The pourest [iugac 
usually carries a wooden spoon in his 
lout and uses it in feeding himself, The 
handles of these spoons are often well 
carved in imitation of horman figures. 
Striking-looking wooden bowls carved in 
imitation of hogs or carabaos are in 


fairly common use, while under the 


houses of what may he termed the Tfu- 
gao nobility huge carved fagatn, or rest- 
ing benches, fashioned from single logs 
and ‘capable of accommodating two oF 
more persons stretched at length, are 
often sect, 

Until American control was estal- 
lished aver them, the Ifugaos were in- 


veterate heacl-luimters, and their heavy. 


burden of field work was. necessarily 
largely performed by women: or children, 


while their men. did sentry duty of the 


hilltops or stood guard over, them in the 
ficlds, Tt is how more than six years 
since a head has been taken im their ter- 
ritory, and the several settlements are 
not only on friendiy terms with each 
other, bit with the peaple of netghbor- 
ing tribes as well, | 


EXPERT SHOTS AND EFFICIENT POLICE 


When trouble threatens, they carry 
plain rattat-lashed hoard shields, which 
look ugly but are effective. Therr offen- 
sive weapons are formitnble holos and 
stecl-headed lances. They also tse ham- 
hoo lances anda few of them have nfles, 
Today order is maintained throughout 
their territory by Lfugao constabulary 
soldiers, who specdily become .cxpert 
rifle shots arid have shown themselves to 
be brave, efficient, and loyal (see p. 1224), 
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‘The Tfugaos have only two musical 
instruments: a wooden dram with skint 
head, teed im cohmection with certam 
ceremonial feasts, and the common 
gens, or timbrel, which they play. with 
consummate skill. They march to its 
music on the trail and dance to it on 
every possilile occasion. 

Their feasts are apt to be rather up- 
roarious. They make oan excellent fer- 
mented drink from rice, and on gala, oc- 
easions are prone to partake of it rather 
too freely. 

Today they show the utmost Trendli- 
ness toward Amervans. They have 
built splendid roads and trails through- 
out their subprovince, over which Amer- 
ican wornen may and do ride in perfect 


satety. 


Under a continuation of the present 
policy the Tfugacs will go fast and fur 


‘on the road which leads to better things, 


Their condition and customs in Span- 
ixh days have been accurately arid quite 
folly desenbed by Father Joan Vilke- 
verde, a Spanish missionary priest, who 
labored long among them and won their 
respect: and regard, Wad the policy 
which he recommended been fallowed Try 
the Spanish government in dealing with 
them, nmny of the results which the 
American government has now attained 
would have been achiewed years ago.* 


THE [GOROTS OF TENGUET, LEPANTO, AND

ie perfectly straight. Many of then: have 
large and beautiful eves, As a rule the 
men wear their hair iat, aithough some 
individuals, espectily mn Leparto, allow 
it to grow to a considerable length, 

The usual dress of the men is the clout, 
supplemented, wher the means of the 
individual pennit, with a cotton blanket, 
They are, however. glad to wear flannel 
shirts and coats of khaki or blac army 
cloth when obtainable. They also take 
kindly to hats. Indeed, many of them 
have hats of their own make, 

In view of the scanty costume of the 
men, it is a surprising fact that the wo- 
men are ordinarily careful to keep their 
bodies fully covered although when work- 
ing aliout the hese, weeding rice fields, 
or washing clothes they frequently omit 
upper garments. Wealthy women often 
wear several superimposed shirts and 
nearly all bind towel abott their heads 
(see page 1109). 


WHERE SILENCE © WEALLY GOLDEN 


Neither sex has any very elaborate 
omaments, Same of the men adorn 
themselves with large bands of beads or 
wire and with car ormmments:of brass or 
siiver. They often tattoo the hacks of 
their hands, Some women have very 
elaborately tattewed arms, but on the 
whole tattooing is practiced much less 
extensively than among the [fugaos, the 
Lontec Tgorots, or the Kalingas. ‘The 
women wear sinner car ornaments and 
strings of leads a5 well, A few wealthy 
individuals have ear ornaments of solid 
weilel, 

In Benguet a nember of wealthy wo- 
men possess: beaten pilates of thin gobi, 
which they wear between their lips and 
front teeth on special occasions, thurs 
completely closing ther maths. Doubt- 
lest many American men would rejoice if 
ommaments af this character were to be- 
come fashionable m the United States. 
When thev are worn the mule sex monop- 
olizes the conversation | | 

These Tgornts are supposedly monog- 
amous, although the men sometimes 
keep concubines, especially in Lepantn, 
Parents are very fond of their children 
and bring them up with care. Tlie cake 
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of a boy prone to be untruthful is: passed 
pon by a committee of old men, and 1f 
the verdict yoos against him he is staked 
cut on the ground and flogged in a fash- 
ion which he is nat likely soon to forget. 


DOGS AS A TADLE DELICACY

never been head-hunters_ They live 
and considerable quantities of rice, much 
of which is grown on terraces which 
dwarfed by the more marvelous ones of 
the Tfnganes and the Bentoc ITporots.

The Benguet Teorots raise good horses 
in: considerable numbers, and both men 
and womer ride with skill, diffenng ab- 
aclutely inthis respect from the Ifugaos, 
Hentoc Iporots.anl Kalingas, who nether 
keep horses ner knew how to use them 
Several different types of houses are 
in common use, Of these the meanest 
is huilt of grass and sits fat on the 
groan, Such a homse usually hos 
raised! platform of hewn boards on which 
its occupants sleep, A more pretentious 
burt even less sanitary dwelling is that of 
certain Lepanto Tporots, which is phiced 
om the eroand, but has low board sides 
uid a high, peaked roof which contams 
i storeroom. It is withowt windows: 
The oceppants have individual sleeping- 
boards, which they lay on the damp 
groimnd (see page crz4), | 
In the vicinity of Kahayan the Benguet 
Tgorots bnild pood houses, which have 
floors aml sides of boarils-and are even 
possessed of windows, while-near Baguio 
and Cervantes a mimber af individuals 


have constructed up-to-date dwellings 


with galvanized iron roofs, furnished 
with chairs, tables, beds, and American 
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stoves, Marked improvement in. house 


architecture is one of the restlts of con- 


tact with Americans, | 

The houses are usually grouped in 
sinall villages, but sometimes stand singly 
in very isolated places. 


TILE ONLY NATIVE PHILIPPINE MINEUS 


The Benguet and Lepanto Igorots have 
mined gold for centuries and are the only 
native tniners in the Philippines, An- 
cent gold ornaments of unknown origin 
are still to be found among them. 

At the time the Spaniards entered their 
territory they were armed with lances, 
éhields, bows and arrows, and offered 
resistance to the invaders; but, so far as 
is known, they have never been head- 
Bundets and today they are entirely peace- 


Like the other tribes of northern Lu 
zon, they area music-loving people, ‘They 
sing very pleasantiy ani] sometimes use 
bamboo flutes to accompany vocal music. 
Their dance music ts produced by gansas 
wml leng-harreled wooden drums with 
skin heads. The tone of such a drum is 
varied by fingering the head and by press- 
ing the long barrel with the bare arm, 
The sounds produced by these instru- 
ments are supplemented ly-striking a btt 
of steel upon a stone, When a dance ts 
in progress aman with the steel and 
stone and two qursa players march alvout 
with the dancers, while the drum players, 
usually two in number, squat close by. 

A dance which 1 absolutely character- 
istic of this tribe is the so-called “bird 
dance,” wsually participated in by one 
inan, wearing blankets over his extended 
arms in imitation of the wings of a bird, 
and one woman, who wears a blanket 
wrapped closely about-her body. Another 
common dance ta circle dance, partict- 
pated in by a fine of men and @ line of 
women, whe devote mich tinte to singing 
dnd benthing their bexdies about, but tre 
dulge in comparatively littl footwork, 

A. number of echools have been estah- 
lished for these people: Girls are tanght 
to weave good cloth (see page £169). 
Young men have already heen educated 
‘sufficiently te serve successfully as secre- 
turies and treasurers of their towns. 

The daily wage has risen steadily sinee 
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the American oceupation and opportunity 
to work can practically always be had by 
those who wish for it. The people of this 
tbe have prospered under American 
rule and today live in better houses, are 
better fed, wear better clothes, and enjoy 
better health than ever before, 


THE IGOROTS OF RONTOC (SER PICTURES, 
PAGES 1167 AND 1222) 


The Bontoc Lrorots are a strong, war- 
hike, head-hunting tribe mombering ap- 
roximately 76,000. They are almost 
imited to the very mountainous region 
constituting the subprovince of Bontoe, 
but a very few are to be fonnil in the 
subprovince of Kalinga. For the most 
part their territory is separated fram 
that of neighboring tribes by motntain 
barriers. . | 

They are straight-haired people, prob- 
ably of Malayan origin, Both men and 
women are splendidly developed, [ my- 
self consider them physically superior to 
any other Fhilippme tribe except the 
Kalingas. While on the average they are 
more miyscilar than the latter people, 
they are at the same time more heavily, 
norte say clumsily, built, Both men and 
women are uncleanty, hut there is a-no- 
ticeable improvement im this regard. 

The dress of the met is usually a clout,. 
although this is sometimes replaced by a 
mere apron, Hlankets are comparatively 
rare. The men have long hair hanged 
across the forehead and rolled into a 
knot behind, where it is confined by a 
jaunty, more or less highly ornamented, 
rattan cap, They make huge holes in 
the lobes of ther cars, into which they 
thrust wooden plugs, bamlea rings, and 
various other objects which they con- 
siderormamental Occasional individuals 
wear huge metal pendants in their ears. 

Chains of brass wire are highly prized 
as waist ornaments, and the man who can 
attach a valve of a pearl oyster-shell to 
his girdle is considered fortunate indeed. 
The men tattoo thetr chests and backs 
very extensively, They often have nu- 
merous tattoo-marks on their arms and 
faces as well, These facial marks sup- 
posedly have to do with head-hunting 
exploits.

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WHERE THE CLOTHING OF EVE FS 
FASHIIN ABLE 


The typical woman's costume is a short 
skirt woven fram thread made of bark. 
it is seoured at the waist by a girdle ot 

imiar material, but i asually open at 

one side from ‘the kites tothe waist, 
When cloth is not available, Bontoc |go- 
ret women ofter: fashion really very at- 
tractive skirts from shredded banana 
aves or the ornamental, magetita-col- 
ored foliage of a plant catumen in the 
Luzon Mountains. Upper garments were 
in the past almost never worn, but are 
now gradually coming into use as a Te- 
sult of contact with whites-and Filipinos, 
who are teaching these light-hearted ‘aid 
innocent-minded daughters of nature to 
be ashamed of the beantiful bodies with 
which the Creator has endowed them, 
Both men and women wear blankets on 
oceasion, tf fortunate enough to possess 
them. 

The women use ear ornaments sinilar 
to thas¢ of the men, and in addition wear 
mm their hair and about thetr necks mare 
or less elaborate strings of heads, boar 
tusks, dog teeth, and ornamental serds. 

When there is occasion to. swim or 
ford streams or to vrork in the water in 
nice fields, both men and) women. str rip 
without any apparent hesitation, althoug 
women who have occasion. to work long 
in the fields usually, but by no means al 
ways, ii skirts of leaves (sce

c typical house of the Bontoc Teor 
has a-grass roof which overhangs, ‘but 
does nat tieet, low board sides, There 
is a storeroom in the roof, The ground 
space is divided between a sleeping-box 
at the end opposite the entrance, a stall 
in which food is prepared, another stall 
in which it 1s cooked, and aw larger space 
utilized as may he convenient, 

The houses are grouped in large vib 
lages, which are often readily accessible. 
The people of this trihe depend on large 
numbers of fighting men for protection 
rather than on inaccesstbility. 


CLUR-HOUSES FOR THE UNMARRIED 
The villages are divided into autos, or 
wards, in each of which there is, or 
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should be, a group of three buildings, of 
which one serves as & common sleeping 
place for girls, unmarried women, and 
widows; a Second answers a similar. purr 
pose for boys, unmarried men, and wid- 
owers, while the third is a sort of men's 
club, which contuins a secret room, in 
which are kept the skulls of enemies. 
killed in war, and has a second room 
opening Gif froti a stone court, In this 
court noccuped men ‘loaf and talk, arr 
here aire held councils to settle important 
Cubes iris. The renin » aie trot ott 
affords a convenient refuge during in- 
clement weather. 

The Bontoce Igorots huild immense 
systems Gf fice terraces with strong re- 
taining walls, They are excelled only by 
the terraces of the Ifugaos, Camotes, 
however, form ther procipal food. 
They raise 2ome beans, coro, and nilet. 

Ther not only keep hogs and chickens, 
but mise carabaos in: some ouomber, al- 
lowing them to min half wild and never 
using them for draft purposes, hut eating 
ther On toremonial Oocashos: 

They have manufactures of some im- 
portance, making head-axes, metal and 
Clay pipes, carthen pots, salt, woven bark 
cloth, cotton blankets, well-woven clouts, 
and other small articles. 

The Bontoc Igornts have been inveter- 
ate headhunters, and were formeriy con- 
tantly at war notoonky with neighboring 
tribes, but among themselves, Portn- 
nately, head-hunting has tow ceased al- 
most completely throughout their terri- 
Lory, 

They are very fond of music ated datie- 
ing, in which they indulge on all possible 
ocensions, The only matruments used! 
are gonsus, one of which is carted and 
played by each dancer throughout the 
performance. 

The Bontoe [gorots, like the Tftrgniss 
and the Benguet Tgorots, are spirit wor- 
shippers. Their: religients practices con- 
sist chicfly tn efforts to propitinte the 
anifos, or spirits of the dead, who sre 
believed ‘to have power for good and 
evil. 

They ‘are monogamous, but have a 
cnrious system of trial marriage, ander 
Which voung people live together for a 
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time, apparently for the dual purpose of 
ascertiming whether married life will be 
congenial and whether it will be fruitful. 
The latter pomt onee satisfactorily set- 
tled, they promptly marry and usually 
continue to live together to a ‘ripe old 
age. Divorce is, however, pernitted 
linder certain circumstances.* 


THE 1GOROTS OF LUNUAGAN (SEE 
PICTURES, PAGES L175 
AND 1281) 

Lubuagan is the capital of the sub- 
province of Kahnga. Its inhabitants and 
those of the nowhboring villages are 
commonly, and perhaps properly, Te 
ferred to as Kalingas, but they differ in 
certain essential particulars from typical 
representatives of .lis tribe. ELere the 
regions mohabited by pure Kalingas, Bon- 
toc lgorots, [fugans, and Tingians meet. 
It may be that the people under discis- 





tiom have resulted from intermarriage. 


between menibers of these several tribes, 
It may be that they were originally trib- 
ally distinct, but have come to resemble 
both the Eontee lorots and the Kalin- 
gas as a result of intermarriage with 
them, At-all events, many of the men of 
this No Man's Land are superbly devel- 
oped and many of the women are grace- 
ful and attractive. 

The men wear more elaborate feather 
ornaments than do the Kalingas; On 
the backs of their heads they have the 
typical Bontot Igorot rattan hats, which 
are, however, apt to be imerusted with 
agate heads. The bodies of the women, 
nstially hare from the waist np, are often 
slender, graceful, and in marked contrast 
to those of their chunky Bontoe sisters. 

About the waist and hips they wear 
bulky woven rattan “bustles,” or “form 
improvers,” and thetr skirts are stretched 
over theve and ticked im at the waist be- 
tween them and their bodies (see page 
81), The skirts are guily embroidered 
and are often liberally ornaniented with 
pendants of mother-of-pearl, Many of

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the women of this region paint their 
faces bright orange red on festal ocva- 
siopms—a custom unknown elsewhere: in

_ Their houses resemble those of the 
Kalingas more than those of the Bontoe 
Igorots and are often grouped in com- 
pactly built towns of considerable size 
(ste page 1175), 

In Nenrfare thie Lubuapgan [eorots use 


‘typical Kalinga weapons, but their music 


and dancime resemble those of the Bon- 
toc Igorcts in that the men carry. the 
garsarand play them as they dance: The 
dancing: of the women, however, is much 
more active and graceful than that of the 
Bontec worten. 

THE ILONGOTS (SEE PICTURES, PAGES 1179, 

Lif2, 1185, AND 1220) 

The people of this tribe, alsa. known 
as [longotes and [hilaos;are forest dwell- 
ers and many of them are semu-nendic. 
Their territary wis formerly divided be- 
tween the provinces of Isabela, Nueva 
Viscaya, Pangasinan, Nueva Ecija, and 
Tayohes, but all of it has tecently been 
added to the province of Nueva Vizcaya 
in order that they might be brought 
under centralized control, In r&20 they 
extended as far south as the Laguna: de 
Bay, and some of these people could then 
occasionally be met with almost in the 
outskirts of the city of Manila; but their 
hand has heen against every min and 
every man's hand has been ayainst then, 
with the result that their number has de- 
creased] and their territory has dinin- 
ished as they have been driven back te- 
fore advancmeg ervilization. It is thought 
that they do not now nutnber tore than 
6.000. 

They are a. sharply marked tribe, 
Many of the men and women are of such 
low stature a3 fo appear dwarfish. Tn 
the terntery which formerly belonged to 
Isnbela the Uongots have intermarried 
freely with the Negritos and thet physi- 
cal characteristics have in consequence 
been profoundly modified. Eut even in 
the territory where this has not occurred 
matiy of the men are heavily bearded. 

A clout, scarlet when possible and 
often ornamented with beads, constitutes 
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the usual man’s costume. The wonten 
wear short skirts reaching from the knee 
to the waist-and, when obtainable, upper

both men and wanten are chil wi hark 
cloth only, gn account of the impossi- 
bility of obtaining anything better. 


A PASSION Fisk (HN AMENT 


They take delight in ornamenting theit 
varments with beads, bits of shell, and 
other bright objects, and display extra- 
urilinary patience ancl skill. in dob: tits 
work and in fabricating elaborate chains 
from bits of wire and tasseled ortiaiments 
fran white horse-huir (see page 1182). 
Garments and tobacko pouches are often 
embroidered with some little skill. Many 
of the men wear brass-niounted ear ir- 
noments fashioned from strips of ‘the 
scarlet beaks of hornlitls, ‘Their har, 
which is apparently never ctr, is usually 
confined above the forehead with a net 
and, wrapped with rags or hark, tans a 
Tojecting. chignon at the tweck of the 
head. Back baskets and knife sheaths 
are elaborately ornamented with beads, 
inesels, aml horse-hair plumes, Poth 
sexes wear belts or girdles of cowries, 

Their houses are somewhat primitive 
antl one is sometimes oecupied by several 
families, Access to them ft oblamed by 
climbing notched poles. Pieces of wood 
fashioned like lang horn ustally extend 
from the two ends of the short rrdgeprile, 
A number of howses may be found near 
each other, but, so far as my observation 
rors, never closely grouped, | 

The [ongots cultwate forest clearings 
‘na haphazard sort of way, growing upe 
lind rice, cantoftes, and -a Jitthe: sugar- 
cane, but they subsist largely on game 
and fish. They are skillful tn the use of 
the bow and arrow, which they have 
probably learned from their neighbors, 
ihe Negrites. herr lances have small, 
weak heads and the shafts are usually 
ornamented with spiral bands, differing 
in this respect from the lances of all 
other Philippine trilies. (War-knives, or 
bales, are well made and formidable, 
‘They are carried in rather: elaborately 
carved sheaths, the form of the sheath 
not corresponding at all to that of the 
knife. Their light, narrow wooden 
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shields are primarily intended for stop- 
ping arrows, 


HEAD-EHUNTEMS IN AN ADMLESS SOnT OF 
wat 

The Dongots are head-hunters m an 

dimless sort of away. They invariably 
ditnek from ambushes, which are often 
mcst skillfully prepared, Until quite re- 
cently, they have annually killed a con- 
siderable miinler of Filipinos, and al- 
thiomgel they have how piven up this 
highly objectionable custom, m the more 
remiiie settlements they nll ight among 
themselves. 
They ores timid, very suspicions, and 
highly emotional people. When friends 
who hove been separated for stitme time 
mect they often weep copious tears for 
HO Apparent Teas except that they are 
lad to ace evch othe, 

The Dongots are a filthy people, and 
as a result suffer dreadfully from skin 
chiswest sana, 

Their dancing, which, so faras my ob- 
servation goes, 1s indulged! in by men 
alone, is a most extraordinary perform- 
ance Whieh must be seen tobe apprect- 
ate, | 

Two schools: have been established for 
them and, contrary ta my expectition, 
their chiclren have proved. bright and 
teachable, readily Jeaaing to speak Eng- 
lish quite fluently and promyjrtly profiting 
by opportinity to do industrial work. 
The extraordinary patience and manual 
dexterity which these harharians display 
in fashioning them ornaments should 
same day become.a valuable commercial 
asset for them, 

FoHendly relations have now been ¢s- 
tablished with the people of practically 
all their settlements, het it will require a 
mitch lonyer time to civilize them than 
Will be needed with most of the wild 
tribes, and there i no present reason to 
buliewe that individuals baving much 
Negrita blood will ever be civilized. 

Tn many particulars there are extract 
dimiry similarities between the Tengeats 
of northern Lozon and the Mandayas of 
Atmmdanac, — The relationship between 
these two peoples, now so widely sepa- 
rated, ought to be carefully worked out.

ous than that of the [fugaos and Bantoc 
Igorots. 

Both men and women are compara- 
tively tall and in matty Instances are ex- 
tremely well formed (sce page 113); 
the perfect musetlar development arid 


graceful figures of the men are expecially 


noteworthy. Tn omy opinion, the typical 
Kalinga warrior is the finest-looking wild 
min to be found in the Philippine slands 
(see page 1192). Asa rule the members 
ef this tribe have ‘straight hair, bat an 
occisional rare tmilividual, bearing no 
other resentblance to the Nepritos, dis- 
plays a-shock of fuzzy wool which is hard 
to account for. 


OF THE MILIPPINES 


The Kaltingas are the most gaily 
dressed poople of northern Luzon. The 
men wear regulation clonts, but they are 
not seldom ornamented with beads, bit 
tons, ete. Their short jackets of gaticlily 
colored cloth are also often adarned with 
heads and tassels. tay turbans are com. 
monly wore, and the hair, banged across 
the forehead ancl left long behinil,. is 
frequently stuck full of searlet Pibis- 

cus, muirigolis, or other gay flowers and 
of of reall gorgeous feather ornaments, 

Handsome blankets wom over one 
shoulder and under the opposite arm and 
amanental bags for carrying stnall per- 
sonal belongings complete the usual cos- 
tume of the mile, ¢xcept for the car 
plugs, which are fashioned with especial 
care aml are often inserted in such o 
way a5 to project hackward against the 
sides of the neck and turn the lolies of 
the ears directly forward, Their front 
ends are covered with embroidered cloth 
aor adorned with highly polished coi, 
hits of looksing-wlass, or other bright ob- 
jects. Tn seme instances the car phigs 
are made of rolle of bright - colored 
worsted (see page 1192). 


THE PREACHERS 


Their territory is,. 
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FALSE UAln HEBEDITARY IN THIS 'TiTnT 

The women wear gaily colored upper 
garments and skirts. ‘The wealthier ones 
hive enormous necklaces of agate beads, 
while heayy and peculiarly shaped ear 
ornanients of brass and of tmother-of- 
sove ire almost invariably in evidence. 

heir heads are adorned not only with 
abundant natural locks, but with switches 
made {rom the tresses of departed fe- 
male ancestors, and into the masses of 
hair thes built wp are thrist gay scarlet 
and yellow feather plumes. 

The Kulingas area cleanly people and 
their beautifully formed bocies are wsu- 
ally free from disfiguring skin diseases, 
They live in siall villages. 

The wealthier Kalinga men are usually 
openly or secretly polygamius, but their 
first or Jawful wives are apt to lead sub- 
sai F ently acquired favorites a dance. 

lany of the Kalinga houses are ex- 
traordinarily well Bunt on conventional 
lines which show little variation. There 
is a place for everything and everything 
is kept tm its place. Furthermore, the 
houses are clean, A feature especially 
appreciated by those who have to sle 
on there floors ia that the flooring, whick 
is made of rattan or of stems of rune 
grass, can be, and is, rolled up daily in 
thie isla mori, taker! down to the 
tearest streaty and thoroughly washed, 

When inter-trital warfare was general 
among the RKalingas, tree houses were 
common, but they have become com- 

paratively unpopular, now that it is exfe 
to bmild on the sround. 

The Kalingas raise fice, cantotes, und 
sugarcane mM considerable qitatitities, 
nstng the latter for the manufacture of a 
fermented drink called basi, Many of 
them are skillful hiniters, adding to the 
family food supply by killmg wild cara- 
hinos, deer, and hogs, 


THEIR PREFERENCE Ch WEAPOSS 


Tn war the men protect themselves 
with very artistically shaped wooden 
shiclls. Their offensive weapons are 
slender but deaddy lyht head-axes and 
savage lances, Like most other northem 
Luzon tribes, sive the [ongots and Ne-

THR MANDAYAS (SEE PICTURES, PAGES 


L170 AND LiF 1 | 
The Mandiuivas, said, to number some 
29,00c, inhabit the upper waters of the 
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Agusan River in Mindanao ;-also the val- 
ley of the river Salug and the termtory 
between the headwaters of the Agusan 
and the tuwn of Mati, on the Mindanao 
cast const. 

Among them are to be seen many fne- 
looking. individuals, with almond-shaped 
ever and long, straight lashes, which give 
them a peculiar appearance. Their skins 
are light in color and are deseribed Iby 
the Jesuits us “ashy gray." Doth men 
and ween commonly go fully clothed, 
the men wearing embroidered cloth trou- 
sers, with tasscled fringes at the bottoms 
of the legs, atid handsomely embroidered 





shirts, while the women are clothed tn 
elaborately embroidered long-sleeved up- 


per garments and peculiar skirts woven 
of hemp in color patterns which are saul 
to be produced by the manner of dyeing 
the individual, fibers rather than the 
method of weaving them, A weaver whe 
Ksiows how to produce more than one of 
the several patterns is a great artist. 


The wemen aften have them ans 
loaded down wath ornaments of brass. 


and shell. ‘Their hair is banger] squarely 
across the forehead and worn m a knot 
on the back of the head, and mto this ts 
usually thrust a silver-mounted wooden 


comb, Dead necklaces are commonly 
wor, At the waist there hangs a huge 


mass of ornaments and charms (see page 
1tyt }. 

oth men and women have long har, 
and frequently wear long “hedu-cateh- 
ers” hanging down in front of their ears. 
Their hats, with feather ornaments very 
similar to those worn by the Tongots, 
are ingeniously fashioned from bark and 
have two lateral strings so placed that 
when they are pulled apart the bark is 
bent. ‘They are then placed against the 
sides of the head, and as the bark springs 
hack inte position the strings are tiglit- 
ened and the hat is this firmly fastened 
on (sec pales Tr7O). | 

The Mandayas use bows and arrotws 
with much skill, Ther Jong, slender 
shields, which are sometimes ornamented 
with beads, remind one of the shields of 
the Hongots, as do their strong. curved 
fighting knives, the sheaths of which are 
In size and form out of all proportion to 
the Mades they cotitain. 
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SEILLPUL METAL-WORKERS AND JEWELS 


Same of the men are very skillful in 
wotking metuls. They ornament the 
sheaths of knives with tastefully deco- 
tated silver bands and even inlay steel 
blades: with silver, They hommer. out 
great circular plates of eivie caller pati- 
Has and ornament them with engraved 
nHirks arranged ity geometric patterns: 
They also work atic temper steel with 


much skill, 


Some of the Mandava houses are fairly 
well built wooden structures, toofed wath 
shingles mate out af fattened bamboo, 
Others are much more primitive and are 
built tn trees. 

The Mandayas have in the past been 
inveterate fighters and sluve takers. As 
yet they have been only partially brought 
tinder government control, and neither 
inter-tribal watiare nor slive-taking 
have been entirely checked. | once met 
a tian who was carrying, bat not wear- 
ing, the scarlet coat of a Pagani, or man 
who has killed six persons. | asked him 
if he was a Christian and he said he was. 
I asked him if he was a Aagens and he 
said) mot yet; he bad killed only five 
people! 

The Jesuit Father Pastelo has esti- 
mated the number of this tribe at ap- 
proximately 30,000, The Manahos and 
the Moros are the only two Mindanao 
tribes which outnumber them. 


THE MASCCAGCUANS 


The so-called Manganaguans inhabit the 
territory: between that occupied by the 
Manebes and that oceupied by the Man- 
dayas. Although they are recognized by 
the Jesuits amd others as-a distinct tribe, 
T myself, after observing them for some 
time, amt of the opinion thit they are not 
entitled to such recognition. I consider 
them fo be just the sart of people of 
tnixe)] descent that one might expect to 
find in a region between the habitats of 
two tribes like the Manohos and Man- 
davas. These two toes really imper- 
eeptibly grade inte each other through 
the sce-called Mangunguans. 


THE MANGYANS (SEE PICTURE, FP. 1178) 


The Mangyans inhabit the mnterior of: 
the great island of Minders, They -are 
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variously estimated to number from 5,000 
to anooo,. This tribal designation. has 
alse been applied with doubtiul propriety 
to the wild inhabitants of the litthe land 
of Sibuyan, who have now almest en- 
tirely disappeared. It may be that when 
we know mote of the Mindoro Mangyans 
we shall find it necessary to divide them 
into several different tribes. 1 royeelt 
have lived among those inhabiting north- 
em and central Mindoro, andl have re- 
peatedly visited those living im the south- 
ern ond Western portions of the tsland. 
The northern Mangvans, especially 
these living on. the slipes of Mount 
Hatcon, are a very primitive people. 
The costume of the men consists of a 
clout only, The women also wear clouts, 
supported by braided rattan cord cored 
ground waist and hips, Little girls be- 
fin with only enough cord to go atcumi 
the body two or three times, while old 
women often wear greal masses oF it. 
Girls of marriageable age and young un- 
married women usually cover the lreasts 
with a band made from the dried petiole 
of a banana leaf stitched with rattan. 
Clouts are lad made of hark cloth 
see mige 1178). 
In Ae northern part of the island men 
anil wimen hive few, Tf any, ormaments 
and ustially lack blankets They are semi- 
nomadic, and when wandering. through 
the forests in search of cabo weyro palm 
trees, from which they obtain a starchy 
product similar to sage, they build indi- 
withial shelters of the Himsiest character, 
T have seen them asleep in the rain, 
crouching on their haunches over small 
fires and each sheltered only by two or 
three rattan leaves, shaped much like 


huge ferns, stuck inte the ground im such 


a way at to ben! over. 

Some of the members of the tribe 
spend the dry season wandermg about 
in Search of fish and game, which they 
take very skillfully with how and arrows, 
and helping ot their Ml of fare with 
such veretable products as they can ob- 
tain frem the forest. When the rainy 
season begins they build more substantial 
stractires, consisting of good-sized plat- 
forms of poles roofed over with palm or 
rattan leaves. a

HOW A PROFESSOR OF MATHEMATICS 


COUNTS 


The Mangyans are sometimes polyg- 
amos. They are of Jow intelligence 
and ore ordinarily mmuoble to count above 
three. |rofessors of mathematics con, 
however, count tp to twenty by utilizing 
fingers and toes, The common tethoil 
of procedure in dealing with ‘munmerals 
above three i$ to the the requisite nuamber 
of knots ina bit of rattan, | have trav—- 
eed for davs with no other helpers or 
companions than Mangyans, with whom 
Twas compelled te commminicate by signs, 
yel we pot on beautifully, They are 
kindly, gentle people who will never make 
trouble af decently treated, but when 
abused they are capable of revenging 
themeclyes, tising for the purpose ex- 
ceedingly deadly pooned arrows: 

They are by no tneans fastidious as to 
thelr animal food. [ have seen them 
gorge themselves with the rotten flesh of 
the tamarav, of snl) Mindoro bntfaba, 
although it smelled to heaven and crawled 
with maggots: Lf a white man had swal- 
liwel a bite of it he would probably 
have died of ptomaine poisoning, but they 
ate it with satisfaction and with apparent 
impunity, Srakes, crocodiles, and huge 
white grubs all form table delicacies 
highly appreciated by them. 

The Mangyans in southern Mindoro 
afe a tuuch lesa onked people than are 
their northern brothers. The men. fre- 
quently poscess por! shirts and wear 
neat cloth clouts cmamented with beads: 
They also wear bead necklaces and 
braided rattan armlets. Into the latter 
are thrust feather or flower ornaments, 
They are long-haired ind freattently use 
head bands or small turbans The wornen 
alsn wear beads in abtmdance, don cloth 
skirta over their clouts, and frequently 
have uppergarments as well, These peo- 
ple raise, spin, and weave cotton. 





AN ANCIENT PHILITTINE ALPHABET 
The Mangyans of sonthern Mindoro 
differ from all other Eaupane trikes 
hey have re- 
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tained and shill use their ancient syllabic 
alphabet, scratching the characters on 
freshly cut jomts of bamboo ar hits of 
barton tent . 

They build comparatively good houses, 
are) ate more active and svsteniatic in 
cultivating the soil than are their morth- 
em brothers, Several schools haye been 
Started for their children, who prove to 
be bright pupils: | 

In northern and northwestern Min- 
dors. many individual Mangyans show 
marked evidences of Negrita blood. 7 
heliewe that there have been Negritos in 
this aslind and that they have disappeared 
by fusing with their neyhbors; 

The mterior of southern Mindoro has 
been found to be, relatively speaking, 
quite thickly populated. The inhabitants 
raise cotton and spin and weave their 
own cloth. They are so timid that it has 
thus far beet tmpossible to establish 
communication with. therm. | 

Like the people of all other Mhilippine 
wild tobes, the Mangyans have ther own 
peculiar music, usme bomboo tutes and 
primitive stringed instruments to produce 
it, “They sing a good deal Certain in- 
dividuals omong them pretend toa sart 
of dairvevancy and profess to be able. to 
tell what persons at a preat distance are 
doing. 

The Mangyans communicate with each 
other in the forest by beating cn the 
enormous buttresse] roots of certam 
trees, apparently using a, primitive sort 
of Moree alphabet. 

All in all, they are a very. interesting 
people, deserving of a more careful study 
than they have as yet received," 


THE MANONOS (SEE MCTUMES, PAGES 1172, 
1173, tt7h, 1234; AND’ 1235) 


The Manobos are said to be the second 
most powerful tribe in Mindanao, al- 
though the Mandayvas compete with them 
closely for this position, They are be- 
heved to number about Go,o00, ‘They in- 
hahit the whole lower Agusan River val- 
ley and are found im smaller numbers to 
the north of Malulag on the Guli of 


*Mr. Merton 1. Miller aTHIne sare time 
among them and has poblaned the results of 
his observations In the Philippine Journal of 
Science far Jane, rout 
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Davao, on Cape St. Augustine, and at 
waiTinus points im the interior of the dis- 
trict of Cotabato, ever extemling across 
the line into the subprovince of Bukid- 
non, They are a more than ordinarily 
tall and rather light-skinned people, with 
hair which is often wavy and sometimes 
curls quite closely; lt as their territory 
abuts upon that of the Negritos in north- 
ern Mindanao, 4 is probable that jnter- 
marrage with the latter tribe accounts 
for the occasional occurrence of closely 
curling hatr. 

Their dress is very similir to, that of 
the Mandayas (see page 1172). Indeed, 
mest of the women wear Mandaya skirts, 
many of which are sanl to be made hy 
Manabo women captured in war by the 
Mandayas, kept as slaves, ancl taught. the 
complicated art of skirt-making, Rich 
people also wear the great engraved sil- 
ver disks called potmas, which are manu- 
factured by the Miandayas and are so 
highly prized by their women (see page 
rire). | 

The Manobos, however, differ from 
the Mandayas m language and in customs 
toa tarked degree, Furthermore, they 
seam to lack the siill in weaving and m 
metal working which the Mandayas pos- 
453, 

Heretofore they have lived in ‘single 
howses or small groups of houses seut- 
tered through the fercat. but under 
Amertean role have been perstaded,in the 
Agasan River valley, to gather into vil- 
loges along that stream aul its tributaries. 

Until cotipelled to give ther up. they 
kept slaves and occastonlly indulged in 
human sacrifices; in fact, it was by no 
means unheard of for a wealthy Manobo 
fo te up a slave, give his small boy a 
lance, and have the boy experimentally 
test drtterent ways of killing anv manmn- 
ing by thrusting the lance mto the quiv- 
ering flesh of the unhappy victim. 

The Manobos practice agriculture in a 
more or less hapharan| wav, taising cot, 
tice, and voms, but often losing their 
crops as a-result of floods. ‘Their houses 
were wretched structures, bot onder 
American tutelage they have readily 
learned to construct much better ones 
(see pages 1234 and 1235). Many of 
them, however, still live in the tree-tope.

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In general, it may be said that those im- 
habiting the lower Agusan Valley, where 
they had long been mercilessly exploited 
by ther Filipino neighbors, are de- 
banched with bad liquor, brokern-spirited, 
and hard to deal with, while the fighting 
Manobos further up the river, who in the 
past managed to -muuntam their indépen- 
rapidly. 





WAR AND SUPERSTITION 


_ Among the wilder Manobos the passion 
for mangayaos, or killing expeditions, is 
strong, The fighting men ore, however, 
very superstitious, and if they hear a 
small pageon, called limocon, call in the 
wrong direction, will immediately return 

The Manobos who inhabit the back 
part of the subprovinee of Hikidnon are 
physically an especmily fine lot (see pag 
1173), The men in this region Rent 
fiercely when unjustly treated, but have 
shown themsclves very appreciative of 
farr and kindly usage, and, a3 a result of 
having received it at the hands of Ameri- 
cans, are rapidly forming villages and 
settling down. 

The Manobos believe in an endless 
seriesof spirits or supernatural beings, 
called dwsaos, each of which is endowed 
with especial powers. Their pricsts; or 
bovlanes, go dirongli Haborate ~an] re- 
markablée ceremonies in establishing com- 
munication with the spirtts and in com- 
municating the desires of the latter to 
the people. At times these singular in- 
dividuals seem veritably to become pos- 
sessed of devils, and are dangerous if 
they can pouin access to deadly weapons, 
[once had the good fortone to he present 
when the feces were berg called and 
witnessed some extraordinary sights. 

The people of this tribe are especially 
fond of music and dancing, and ther 

antominice dances far excedil, in num 
ber and variety, those of any other Phil- 
ippine tribe with which | am familinr. 

In the course Gf an evening I have seen 
them mimic the woodpecker, the mon- 
kev, the robbing of a bees” nest, an old 
tan with elephuntiass trying to dance, 
a young man stealing a kiss from a sleep- 
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ing maiden, individual peculiarities of 
persons present, anu what not. 


THE MONTESES 


The wild people, other than Negritos, 
who mbabit the mountainous mterior re- 
gions in Panay and) Negros, are cotn- 
monly called Munteses, As the designa- 
tion 153 Spanish word meaning “moun- 
tain people,” it is obviously unsatisfae- 


They are also ‘called Bukidnon, and it 
may be that they are descended from the 
same juurent stock as are the people of 
northern Mindanao, to whom this latter 
name is invariably applied, bit if this 1 
the case | have failed to note any evi 
dence of it, Tt should be stated that 
“Monteses” 16 also an alternate: name for 
the true Bukidnans. 

They are a people of Malay ongin, 
whose original manners and customs 
have been much modified by contact with 
Filipinos and Negritos. The men wear. 
clonts, the women skirts and camtsaa. 
They buiid fairly well-constructed houses 
of good size, but live a family or two in 
a place as a result of their belief that a 
person who diet needs some one to ac- 
company him on his long journey, so 
that it is incumbent on his male relatives 
to start a companion on the same road 
he wt traveling, As almost any one will 
do, a somewhat disturbed state of society 
results. 

These people practice agriculture 9 a 
eonsidcrable extent. 

They quarrel and fight among them- 
Kelves, using exceptionally long dfalos 
with peculmrly carved hilts and gowil. 
strong lances: | 

I lived among them in Negros for six 
weeks; but unfortunately the photo- 
graphs then secured have since been de- 
stroyed, 

At first they sought an opporturitty to 
kill my companion and myself, believing 
that we had come to poison the stream 
from which they obtained their drinking 
water. Later, noting that we patd more 
for tiny birds’ eges than hens’ eves were 
worth, bought snail shells, and did other, 
to them, inexplicable things, they decided

“Moro” is the Spanish word for Mo- 
hanunedan, or Moor, and in the [hrilip- 
pines is used as a generic term apna 
to-all of the Mohammedan peoples who 
inhabit the coast region wf the southern 
third of the island of Palawan, wd also 
Balabac, Cagayan de Jolo, Tawi Tawi, 
Siasai, Lapac, Jolo, Basilan, and very 
homercs adjacent small islands, as well 
as much of the coast region in westem 
and. sotithern Mindanio and the lower 

of the Cotabato River valley and 
the Lake Lanao region, | 

Moros of diterent regions differ con- 
siderably in language. dress, and cis- 
torns; but have many things m common, 
the most important of which is the Mo- 
hammedan relivian, which bas fimeda- 
mentally modined their matures and 
made then) in many particulars. essen- 
tially different from the other Mala yar 
peoples of the |hilippines. | 

Many of the men wear their hair short, 
bot the Yoeans in the interior of Basilan 
and the Moras of Lake Lanao wear it 
long, ‘Turbans are in common use, al- 
thengh the Turkish fex niakes an ac- 
ceptable substitute, and Aadjie, or men 
whe hive visite! Mecca, wear tightly fit- 
hing white caps. As a -role, men dress in 
very tightly fitting jackets of entton or 
eilk, which are sometimes black of white, 
bit are more frequently gaily colered, 
Their “dress-up” trousers are skin-tight 
below the knee, winke those worn when 
they Gre at work or are expecting to 
fight are often as loose as pajama trou- 
Hers (see pages LIpy7 and! 1189). 

Wore weéar stmulur Inose trousers, 
with or without skirts, and cover the up- 
per part of the body with tightty fitting 
jackets, often left open down the front 
toa point between or below the breasts. 
Like the men, they are passionately fond 
of the brightest colors 

PIRATES AND PRANTL, DIVERS 

Except in the interior of Basilan and in 
the Lake Lanan region, the Moros are 
essenttally a water people. Some of them 


mers and divers, 
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live in their boats for long periods, while 
most build their bouses on piles in the 
water whenever practicable, so that they 
can drop mto their boats and be off on 
short notice, They are wonderful swim- 
It 1s. said that many of 
the best divers employed in the Ceylon 
pearl fisheries come from Jola, 

The Mohammedanism of the Moras 
is of w somewhat washed-out character, 
and many of the liws of their religion 
are more honored in the breach than m 
the abservance, but suchas it is they he- 
lieve m propagating it- with the sword, 
and fight with fanatical bravery. 

Many of the men are skillful in work- 

ing metals and fashion steel krisses, 
barongs, and campilans of deadly excel- 
lence, They also use lances, and in pro- 
tecting themselves employ heavy, round 
wooden shields, From time to time cer- 
tain inihividuals take solemn oaths to tie 
killing Christians, and are then knowh a4 
juramentodas, or “sworn men." ‘They 
scerete deadly weapons, betake them- 
selves ti places where there are crowds 
of people, and then run wild, cutting 
down every one within reach wntil they 
are themselves killed, They believe that 
as a reward for thi commendable proce- 
dure they go strapht to the seventh 
heaveti, 
Volumes might be written about the 
Morne: hut Panust content myself with 
saying that Dr. N. M.. Saleeby is the 
fteatest authority on them, and that 
some of the results of his important in- 
vestiations Have been published by the 
Philippine Bureau of Science. 

‘Phe problem invelved in tranguilizing 
and civiltzing these people isa very grave 
one, It is my opinion not only that its 
solution is not vel in sight, Wut that we 
aré af present not making as mich prc 
ress.as we might, At all events, we have 
performed » valuable service m releasing 
slaves whe were formerly held in large 
niumbers, and in, effectively preventing 
the piratical and slave-hunting raids in 
which Moros promptly thidalge when left 
to their own devices, 

TIE NEGRITOS (Skf cron, PAGE 1180) 


The Negritos, generally considered) te 
he the aborigines of the Philippines, are 
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rncialiy distinct from all the other peo- 
ples inhabiting the Archipelago which 
have not intermarried with them, [1 ts 
probable that they anginally ocenpied 
every island of any size in the group, 
hut at present they occur only in north- 
east Mindanao, Samar, central Negros, 
central Panay, a few small islands north 
of Panay, notth central Palawan, a few 
isolated points in southern Latzon, the 
mountains of Pathan, and. Zambales, 
where they are relatively numerots, 
Abra, where there remain but o few in- 
dividuals of mixed descent; Apayao, 
Cagayan, Isabela, and Tayabas 

The great forested and almost unex- 
plored area extending from the north. 
ernmeost point of Laon to the viemity 
of Casiguran and Baler is today the one 
remaining Negrito strongholi, and. im 
many parts of this region it is still quite 
Impossible to get into touch with them, 
for they flee at the approach of stringers. 

‘They are of low stature; their skins 
are dark brown to black; their hair ts 
woolly and closely curling; their’ borlies, 
arms, and legs are more or Iess thickly 
covered) with “pepper-corn” hairs (see 
inge T1780), Many of the neti are abun- 
dantly bearded, Tt is a commen custom 
with both men ‘and women to shave the 
crown of the head, as they say “to let the 
heat out.” | 

The Negrites are known in different 
parts of the Archipelago under difterent 
names, such as Abunlon, Actas, Palugas, 
Hugquiles, Chnoiapgats, and Batnks, anil 
after further study it may prove teces- 
sary to separate thein into a number of 
tribes. ‘This is, in my opinion, espectally 
likely to result in the case of the woolly 
headed blacks of Palawan: but our pres- 
ent knowledge reveals such resemblances 
between the several groups of Negritos, 
amd there are such radical differences he- 
tween ther and the Malay tribes that 
one is prone to regard them as a propir. 
Notoonly are they characterize! hy low 
stature. dark skiris; woolly hair, anil Aat- 
toned voses, but they all have the cus- 
tom of sharpening their front teeth, aiid 
ornament ther belies with star patterns 
instead of with the tattoo-marks so uni- 
versally emploayed by the people of other 
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tribes, “There isa striking similarity be- 
twien some of the Negrito scar patterns: 
and those of the central Afmean dwuris. 


INCATAULE OF CIVILIZATION 


The-Negritos are bow and arrow. peo- 
ple in the strictest sense of the word. 
They make and use an arrow poison of 
tlenlly elfeetiveness and are suftiiently 
skilled occasionally to bring down birds 
on the wing. Many groups-of Nepritos 
live exclusively by hunting and fishing 
and build the flimsiest of temporary 
Sliclters in lien of houses: Others occa- 
sonally practice agriculture im a very 
primitive way and build rather more sub- 
atantiol “howses,”” Dut as often ag not 
forsuke their plinted clearings before 
harvest time, 

Negritos most certainly lead the simple 
life and wheir wants are few indeed. 
Their only domesticated animals are dogs 
ind an oecasinal tanie jungle fowl, 

Unless able to purchase cotton cloth 
from Filipinos, they clothe themselves in 
the bark of trees. They make practi- 
cally nothing but bows, arrows, fish- 
lines, fish-hooks, and a few baskets. 


As to ther noumbers; one tins guess 
is aloutt as | as another's. “There 


may be 25,000 of then left, 

Mentally, they are about ona par with 
the blacks of Australia or the bushmen 
of South Aftica. Their, birth rate ts be- 
liewerd to be far below their death rate, 
Within a comparatively short time they 
have disappeared irom Cebu, Mashate, 
Sibiayan, and probably also from) Alin- 
dors, where none can cow be fomned, 
Onivoa few inedivienals remain m Tablas, 
Tavabas anc Samar. 

As Ll have claewhere stated, ft is net 
toy much to say that Mey are oa link 
which is not missing, but soon will be! 
In my opinion they are absolutely tnca- 


palle of civilrzation. Thase who imbabit 


the northeast coast of Luzon hunt heads 
ameng themeelves, but. the only really 
crave problema which the people of this 
race present is that involved in seeing to 
it that they are not oppresced by their 
Filipmo neighbors, on the one fan, and 
in preventing them from taking bloody 
revenge for past wrongs, on the other,

When crops fail, the Sulyinos secure 
uo fairly abundant food supply. ty hunt 
ing, fishing, anl-secking edible ronts and 
tibers ty the forest. 

Polygamy is universally allowed, but 18 
hy no means universally practiced. How- 
ever, a prosperous man is Tikely to have 
three or fowr wives. Marriage i ar- 
ranged by go-betweens. The ceremony 
is very simple. The couple eat together, 
giving each other morsels of fice, and 
that ts about all there t# to it. 

it is claimed that polyatdry (one wo- 
tian having two or more hushands) is 
practiced more or less frequently among 
the poorer people livmg far back in the 
interior, tnt tna fact has never been 
sutisfactorily established. Divorce is al 
lowed, It is arranged for by the local 
chief upon a proper showing of cunse 
and the terms are settled at the same 
tine. | 

The dress of the Subanne is similar to 
or identical with that of their Moro 
neighbors (see page 1177), and the same 
statement holds trae for their otmaments, 
except that the woanen ore given to weir- 
ing beads im large quantities, a custom 
which does not prevail to the same extent 
among the Moro women, . 

In appearance they are typical Malays. 

The pagan members of the tribe are 
now tstimated to number 30,000, I can 
Gnd no reliable estimate of the number 
of those who have been Christianized or 
Wohammetanized. 


THE TAGABALIES 

The Tagabalies ate another of the 
doubtful tribes inhabiting southern Min- 
danaqg and recognized by the Jestita, 
They are said to eccipy the region to 
the south of Loke Buluan as far as 
Sarangani Gulf and to bean unconquered 
people, warlike anid hostile towarl the 
neighboring Mores, Eilanes, and Pago- 
bos, with whom they frequently fight.

The Tagabavas are another ote of the 
tribes of doubtful validity here listed. 
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They are said to bea mixed a people of 
Hagobo, Manobo, and ‘Tagakaolo extrac 
tion, and to hawe the characteristics of 
these several peoples, scmetimes side by 
ade aod sometimes contused with eel 
other, “They are further anid to be few 
in number and to lent) a wretched hie. 
I have never seen them. 


THE TAGARAQLOS (SEE PICTURE, PAGE

The Tagakaolas ate the last af the 
tribes of doubtiul distinctness here-given 
recogmized by Jesuits and sone other au- 
thorities, They inhabit a part of the cis- 
trict of Davao, bordering on the gulf of 
the same name and exteniting from (Casi- 
laran Cove to a point a litth below. the 
River Lais: also one side of the little 
peninsila which ends in St. Augustine 
Pomt (see page T1890).

THE TAGHAS DAS: 


The Taghanuas are-an interesting peo- 
ple inhabiting the interior of central and 
nerthem Palawan, Thev are also torn 
on the neighboring islands of Dumaran, 
Linapican, Culton, Busuanga, and a num- 
her of small islets. Ther number 1s not 
accurately known, but has m the past 
probably heen considerably sunderest- 
mated. It is said thot there are now 
5,000 in the territary adjacent to the 
southernmost of the two Palawan rivers 
which bear the name Tuajig. There are 
perhaps an equal additional munmber in 
the country between thie region and 
Puerto Princess.

The wild inhabitants of the interior of 


southern, Palawan are locally known as 


Paluanes, but T cannot find that they

The Taghatuas are physically well de- 
veloped, They are a dark-skinned peo- 
ple. Muony of them have wavy or curly 
hair, T think it probable that they have

Negritos, locally known as Batacs, and 
that the latter people have, partly disap- 
peared through fusvon with them. 

In the northern portion of their terri- 
tery the men frequently wear the clout 
and the women the short skitt of the 
savage, Further sooth, where they hive 
ecme in contact with Moros, they have 
adopted the dress of the latter people, 
somebines in its entirety and sometimes 
ina more or less modified form Tlie 
mien weur their Khair long, As a rule, 
neither men nor women have ornaments 
save those which they can fashion for 
themselves from the products of their 
mitive forests, While most of them suc- 
ceed in obtaming cloth, a not meonsider- 
alle tamber clothe themselves in bark: 

The Taghanoas of southern Palawan 
are a fairly industrious people and hive 
in the past raistd rice enough to feed 
thetnselves. and their parasttical Moro 
neighbors into the bargam. The povern- 


ment is just mow for the first time stie- 


ceeding in its efforts to protect them 
from the Moros and is establishing. for 
their benefit trading-posts where they can 
sell their superthinus products ated obtam 
what they wont at rensonnable cost. 

The Taghanuas are expert hunters anid 
hshermen, There are no deer on F'ala- 
wan, bot in this island] they display great 
skill in killing hogs, and in Culion and 
Busuanga they take deer in considerable 


numbers, bringing them down with bows 


and arrows, the ase of which they have 
doubtless: learned from the Negritos, 

Thev are very fond of miaste and danc- 
ing, The instruments most in tse are 
bronze timbrels, known as ahgongs. They 
aiso employ bamboo flutes. Some of 
their dances would hardly pass muater 
in polite society, 


THE TINGIANS (SEE PICTURES, PAGES 
riSs, uBy, 1B, 11900, 
AND Tor) 

The. Tingians are in many ways the 
mest attractive of the non - Christian 
Philippine tribes, Although all Tinginns 
are non-Christians, we ray divide them 
inte civilized and uncivilized groups. 
The stronghold of the former is the sub- 
province of Abra, where they exist to 
the number of some 14,000, They also 
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extend over to the cast into the metehbor- 
ing subprovince of Kalinga and to the 
west Into the province of south Loeos, 
A few have wandered south and have 
settled in western Lepanto. Another 
stiall group long since strayed into 
northwestern Pangasinan, where their 
living descendants have almost lost their 
tribal identity. But, curiously enough, 
those who wandered farthest from horne 
and established themselves in the -prov- 
ince of Nueva Ecija have retained) al- 
most unchanged their tribal dress, man- 
Hers, and customs, 

Many of the Tingians are round-faced 
and comparatively light-skinned, The 
men wear them hatr long and hold it in 


piace with small turbans or narrow head 
wands. The typical dress of the met ts 
still the clout, but there are few who ilo 
not possess-shirts and trousers, Nearly 
all of them have hats, chiefly made by 
themselves or their Tlocano neighbors 
(sce page 183). Wot a few have even 
arrived! at the dignity of shoes and. stock- 


ines, 


The women have until recently worn 
only skirts: of clean, white cotton cloth 
when at work; but of late years short- 
sleeved comisas have come mto general 
use, ani many women are now rather 
ashamed to be seen without these upper 
gartnents, As a role, they wear their 
abundant clean hair done up in a knot 
at the side of the head instead of at the 
back. It is wrapped in beads and pra- 
duces a pleasing effect. 
 ACURIOUS IDEA OF BEAUTY 

Their characteristic ornametits, of 
which they are inordmately proud, area 
series of armiets made of beads, which 
begin ait the hands and in the case of a 
wealthy woman extend to the shoulders. 
Tt ts the custom for small girls to con 
strict their forearms by armlets tightly 
fastened half way between wrist and eb 
bow, and to lenve these in place as they 
grow, thus ultimately producing an bour- 
glass effect, which is increased by the 
swelling of the wrists which almost inva- 
riably results.

Their jackets are close fitting, ‘Their 
clouts are very long and are wrapped re- 
peatedly around the waist and abdetnen 
fete pages nee and rigi}. They tattoo 
black, cuff-shaped marks on the wriats 
and backs of the hands, hut wsually leave 
the rest of the bouy untattowed, On their 
breasts they ofteri wear elaborate mother- 
of-pearl ornaments, and they particularly 
like to bedeck themselves with starlet 
tassels, |

The women are inordinately fond of 
heads, although they do not wear such 
elaborate arm ornaments as do their 
more civilized sisters of Abra. Many of 
them have silver ear orniment= of o 
form) strictly peculiar to this region. 
Into their hair they frequently stick 
miniature head-axes. which serve both 
ornamental and useful purposes {sec page 
riot). Their dtess consists of the usnal 
short skirt and a well-made upper par- 
ment, which under ordinary circumstances 
they are careful mot to remove in the 
Presence of mien. When widower, how- 
ever, they go stripped! to the waist fora 
period of six mnths, unless their nine 
relatives take a head within a shorter 
time, and they aleo reftam from bathme. 
They frequently starve theriselves for 
long periods: (see page 1185). 

Courtship frequently lasts for two or 
more vears, and meanwhile voung ten 
and young women are allowed to wan- 
der off tagether to neighboring towns 
without the slightest thought of the pos 
sibility of any improper conduct on their 
part. ‘The confidence of the women is 
really touching,

THE WILD MEN'S EXCELLENT HOSS 

These wild Tingians build admirably 
constructed howses—the finest primitive 
strictures in the Philippines. To would 
give much to know where they got the 
plan which they invariably follow. The 
houses are closely grouped in villages, 


which are laid out in a fairly definite 


fashion, with a place for dwellings, an- 
other for granaries, and a third for the 
baskets in which they deposit when 
Sas the heats of thetr enemies. 
here is always a group of cocdartt 
trees and usually il group of the palms 
from the leaves of which they make 
roinceats, Usually there 14 also a group 
of cacao trees (see page 1190), | 

They raise rice aril carn sufficient for 
their own ve and prow tobacce for sale 
in the lowlands. 

Ta frail bouts or on tiny hamboc mefts 
they navigate with great skill the raging 
waters of the Abulug River. 

They all have heen, and T regret to say 


‘gome of them still ore, inveterate head- 


hunters, As vet they have been only 
partially brotight ander governmental 
control, tind ths work canot be com- 
pleted until the construction of trails 
makes thetr country more readily acces- 


ible. 


They are fond of music and dancing, 
but are apt to over-indulge tn han on 
occasion, and some of the wildest scenes 
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I have ever witnessed have been at their 
feasts. Like the Benguet |gorots, they 
have an inordinate fondness for cog,

The Timtrayes are a rapidly disappear- 
ing trite inhabiting a region extending 
from the lower branch of the Cotabato 
River south to a point a little below the 
Trampadidu in southern Mindanao (see 
page 1184). They have been raided and 
enslaved by the Moros until they are 
completely cowed, andl have become al- 
Tost Incapable of supporting themselves, 
In too they were said by the Jesuits to 
number some 10,000 individuals, but they 
are believed to be rapidly dying off and 
will probably soon disappear. T have 
scen them only once. 

In previous articles written for the 
Nationa Geocgapaic Macaztne | have 
fiven some accownt of several of the wild 
tribes inhabiting the Philippine Islands, 
more especially the head-hunting tribes; 
have briefly outhned the origm and na- 
ture of legislation enacted for their bene- 
fit, ond have mentioned a few of the 
things which have been done since the 
American occupation to better their oon- 
ition.” Within the limits of the present 
article T shall attempt to give a more com- 
prehensive view of the results actually 
obtained. 

Obviously tt was useless to attempt to 
improve existing conditions tmtil we at 
least knew what those conditions were, 
and diring the period from root to 907 
a large amount of exploration work was 
therefore necesaary. Of this a eonsider- 
able part had to be done on foot, as the

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so-called “trails” were im most cases 
mere foot-tracks made by the wild men, 
over which the tough and sire-footed 
Philippine ponies could not even be ted 
(ste pages 1203 atl t210), 

Our usual method in penetrating the 
truat unkiiown region west of the Caga- 
yan Raver m northern Luzcin was to start 
on the Chma Sea coast, climb the Cor- 
dillera at some feasible point, and de- 
scend on its enstern side, This meant 
traveling with very light baggnge, so that 
we were ill-prepared for the marked 
changes in temperature experienced as 
we ascended and descended. 

The fatigue mvolwed was so extreme 
that we were usually more or less reck- 
less by the time we had followed the 
dtreams on the Cagayan side of the Cor- 
dillera until they were sizeable enough to 
float bamboo rafts on which we could 
load) ourselves and our belongings and 
then to intrust them to the tender mercies 
of the current (see page 1195). A las 
borinus pissage through some long, deep 
lagoon, where we had to pole our rafts 


or paddle them with bits of barmbou, 


would be followed by a shoot down a 
foaming rapid or a drop over a fall, 

A bamboo raft 25 feet by 645 unrian- 
ageahle when once in the grip of the cur- 
rent, and we could seldom learn in ad- 
vance what lay ahead of ws. A sullen 
roar around a bend in the river might 
mean a swift and exciting rush down a 
foaming rapid to anether deep pool, or 
it mught mean sudden anil prolonged 
immiersion after a perpendicular drop. 

Fortunately, a bamboo raft nlwavs 
comes to the top agam, and ait one hangs 
en he cannet drown. Unfortunately, 
wich a mt goes to pieces if 1 hits a rock 
hard enough. inven then its conmponent 
elements float; but there are drawhacks 
about being thumped against rocks bv a 
raging current, although supported by-a 
rood, thick bamboo! 

Cn one of my early trips four different 
rafts were dashed to pieces under me in 
two davs, but I suffered no serious in- 
Wiry. 

During 18 years of fairly continuous 
travel in the Philippines, in the course of 
which T have penetrated the territory of 
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NON-CHRISTIAN PEOPLES OF PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


every tribe known to inhabit the Lslands, 
| have never lost & man nor fired a shot, 
while these with me have never fired, 
with the sole exception of the occasion 
when my party walked into an ambush 
eeu for the provincial governor by 
renegade Moros on the west const of 
Palawhn, 

Om acthumber of occasions: we should 
have been fully justified in opening fire, 
hut we were determined to avoid this 
until the Inst possible moment, and mt was 
with the result that m each case things 
tock a tern for the better and we were 
spared the unpleasant necessity of fall- 
ing back on brite force m order to pro- 
tect. ourselves. 

jiven a reasonable stock of good nn- 
ture, a feeling of real friendliness to- 
ward the wild people,a few beads, som 
searlet cotton cloth and brass wire, and, 
if one 1% im the bfugan country, a goodly 
supply of narrow strips of white paper 
(see page 1215), and one may leave fire- 
arms: behind and go far without danger 
of serous molestation: 

OFEANIAG LINES OF TRAVEL 


The early exploration trips served to 
empliasize the fact that the estallish- 
ment of feasilile lines of travel was abso- 
lutely prerequisite to successful work 
among the non-Christian tribes whieh, 
with the exception of the Mores, inhabst 
mountatnous regions in the interiors of 
the larger ishinds. Perhaps the most m- 
portant thing which we have dotie was 
the opening up of such lines of travel, 
without which littl could have been ac- 
complished, ' 

At the. outset we had a bit of costly 
experience in building trails of too high 
rrade, which were promptly destroved 
ley the action of water during torrential 
rains, Fortunately our lesson was tat 
long delayed, and we soon discovered 
that Ina country where 38 inches of 
water have been known to fall from the 
heavens m.24 heures the eost of main- 
taining & short high-grade tral between 
hwo points 1s so much greater than ts that 
of naintaining a moch longer low-grade 
trail that the original greater expense of 
constructing the latter is very Soon more 
than overbalanced. 
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In the Special povernment provinces 
cormny: idee any administrative control 
[ did not permit the construction of trails 
with a grade of more than 6 per cent ex- 
cept under extraordinary conditions and 
for short distances, and even then 10 per 
eent was the high lnmit (see page T2o8). 
On account of Limited funds the traits 
ate biilt marrow at the outset, but ure 
rapidly widened, in connection ‘with 
tinintenance work, until they became 
passable first for narrow-tread carts and 
then for carts of ordinary size. Any of 
them can promptly be converted into cur- 
fiage or automobile roads by widening 
and surfacing. 

‘We now have more than 1,000 miles: 
of cart roads and) tras inthe Mountain 
Province alone, to sav nothing of long 
stretches in the province of Nueva Viz- 
caya and the subprovince. of Bukictnon 
Work has begun ins Mindoro, Palawan, 
and the suhprovince of Agusan. Rest- 
honses have been built at convenient in- 
tervals as required.

It ts now possible to make in perfect 
comfort a most wonderful ‘horseback

POLICING THE HILL COUNTRY WIth WILD 
MEN 

A néteworthy feature of the work for 
the establishment and maintenance of a 
vom! state of public order has been the 
mse of the wild inen for police duty. 
Houtoc [gorots and Liugagos have been 
enlisted in the Philippine constabulary, 
and the pesple of both tribes make splen- 
did soldiers (see pages 1222-and 1224). 
They are tireless on the march; they are 
obedient, loval, and brave. 

As they are fanuliar with every foot- 
path and are not hampered with trou- 
sere of shoes when on the march, they 
cover their terntory rapidly and com- 
pletely when oceasion demands. They 
are far less likely to commit abuses than 
Filipina soldiers. would be, for they are 
dentine with their own people, while Fili- 
pinos would be dealing with people whom 
many of them dishke and despise. 

The Tugaos are horn riflemen, and 
Lfugac soldiers have repeatedly come off 
victors-in rifle matches when competing 
with Palipme soldiers. It would be en- 
tircly feasible to recruit and te train at 
small expense a force of Bontoc Iorots, 
Itugaos, and Kalingas, which would de- 
fend the hill region of northern Luzon 
with deadly efficiency and could be em- 
ployed effectively m the lowlands should 
occasion demand, 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 

The administration of justice among 
such an aggregation of tribes, where 
might had always been right and where 
acts which civilized men consider. crimi- 
nal had been regarded as creditable and 
vittwous, has naturally involved many 
embarrassments, Some of the tribes had 
their own specific methods of administer- 
ing justice and their own peculiar wavs 
i detecting the guilty. | 

With the Mimgyans there was a test 
hy fire, A person accused of theft or 
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other serous crime was conipelled to 
grasp a piece of fot iron, which, 1 was 


supposed, would uot urn him if he was 


innocent, If a piece of iron was not 
readily available, the suspected criminil 


‘Was required to enatch a stone out of a 


boiling pot of water, 
Among the Taghanuss, when there 


were coniliching statements fram two 


witnesses, both were cotupelled to (ive 
into a deep pool of water and retain 
under ns long as possible, Tt was held 
that the man who came to the top first 
was-the liar, 

With the Bontoe Igorots bamboo lance- 
heads were places slanting upward, with 
their poitts pressing against the skin at 
the backs of the heads of witnesses who 
had contradicted each other, and then at 
the word of command each) lance-head 
was driven vigorously between the scalp 
mid the skull by a smart blow with a 


stone. The lance-heads were then pulled 


out and the man who bled feast freely 
was held to have told the truth! 

Lf the wild man knew of courts at all 
he had only fear of them, for tn the old 
davs he never went ti court unlesa cent 
pelled to dp “so liv some member of o 
Christianized tribe, and then be invarin- 
bly list. 

From the early dave of the appeoint- 
ment of American governors. the. wild 
men have come to then to have their 
difficulties settled, having soon learmmed to 
have an abiding taith in the honesty and 
farmness of these officials. This naturally 
led to the conferring of specific authority 
on the latter tn order that their decisions 
might have the force and effect of law. 

All governors and Hettenant govern- 
ors of special government provinces ar. 
subprovinces are tow justices of the 
peace, with jurisdiction throughout their 
respective territories. [Tn general we 
have refrained from going into ancient 
history, and have informed the wild men 
that a5 faras concerns the past we shall 
let bygones be bygones, but that in fu- 
ture mtirders and other crimes. will he 
severely punished,

Such primitive-conditions are, however, 
rafiidly becoming things. of the past. The 
wild man has yielded with Gnantieipated 
readiness to what he doubtless regards 
as the ong prejudices of lis Amer- 
ican rilers. 

HEALING THE sick 

The healing of the sick and injured 
has now hemin to play an important part 
in the civilization of the non-Christian 
tribes. It 18 practicable to protect the 
hills of northern Luzon from invasion 
hy contagiiws disease originating in the 
Kiwlands on account of the ease with 
which land quarantine Gin be successfully 
maintained; aml, although cholera has 
three times sneaked over the boundary 
line of the Minutain Province, it has in 
each ease been promptly driven back, 

Systematic vaccination is now rapidly 
decreasing the mortality from smallpox, 
which has in the past been a dreadful 
scourge among the till people. The be- 
lief that the anivos, or spirits of the dead, 
cause sickness, wounds, and death has 
been prevalent among them, and their 
method of seeking to obtaim relief from 
ther aiiments has been to sactihee chick- 
ens, pags, or cattle, according to their 
mein > but they have been quick to grasp 
the fact that the white man’s method 1 
vastly better, 

There is a well-equipped modern. hiss- 
nital at Dapntio, in the subprovince of 
ienguet, and Tgorots sometimes travel 
io} miles {o get to it, There is also a 
hospital at Bontoc, a well-equipped mdd- 
ern building, which Ins recently replaced 
a temporary nos established some 
years ago, The clinic at this place is m- 
creasing by leaps and bounds, 

A horrible tlisfignring disease known as 
“vaws” is quite prevalent among the hill 
people and causes them much suffering. 
Dr, Richard [ Strong, director of the 
Biological Laboratoty at Manila, discov- 
ered the fact that Ehriich’s “ho was an 
abealute epecthe for this infirmity. 

Subserjuently a man badly afflicted 
with it was found at Barliz; one of the 
wildest <cttlements in Bontoc, He de- 
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clined to go to the hospital for treatment 
and was-sent there in charge of an Tgonot 
deputy shertfi. He recerved the neces- 
Sary injechon, hut durme the first two or 
Uivet days complamed bitterly that mu 
medicine was being put on his sores 
Then he suddenly became convineed that 
the meihicine he dad received was “very 
strong.” Within a week he was running 
around town and tritmphanthy diaplaying 
his rapidly healing boly to every one whin 
would look, Then he suddenly and un- 
nccountably disappeared, only to reappear 
a little later, bringing with bit for treat- 
ment every man, woman, and child of 
Barhg who had yaws! 

Relievable eve troubles are friphtfully 
prevalent among the hill peaple. [ndees, 
witil after the American occupation: the 
law of the -sttvival of the fittest did its 
work, absolutely ummpeded, throughout 
this whole region, and every vear manv 
thousands of people were permanently 
incapacitated or died) needlessly, 


HOW AN IG080T DISCUVERED CHHISTMAS 
PRESENTS 


The pleasant thing about our effort: 
for the relief of suffering is that they are 
lighly appreciated, Sanitary Tnepector 
Barron nursed the only son of a rich, in- 
fluenttal old Bengevet Leorot chief named 
Palast through a vicious attack of con- 
fluent smallpox and saved the boy's life 
Palast was anxious to pay him, but the 
provincial governor refused to pernt 
this, becatise the inspector was paid hy 
the government for doing just such work. 

Nine months later, just before Christ- 
nas, Palnsi appeared at Raguin and called 
on the governor. He said that he ha’l 
heard of a strange Americin custom ant 
wished to learn more about it, He asker 
if it was trae that Americans gave pret 
ents to their friends at Christmas time 
Heing answered in the affirmative, he in 
quired further whether it would be right 
for the Teorots to-adopt this good Ameri- 
Can Custom. 

Having been told by the unsuspecting 
vovernor that it would be highly proper, 
he stated that he was going to make Me, 
Harron.a Christe present of his -hest 
horse, which he did! 
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[Lomyself, in the course of my journeys 
imong the wild men, have faeces heat 
ii préseribe for every Goncervable ailment 
and haye done-quite a bit of “jack-kmife” 
surgery (set page 1230). Were I a 
youne man and possessed of adequate 
knowledge of the science of healing, | 
would ask for nothing better than to be 
a physician to these people, One would 
not grow rich at it, but he would cer- 
tainly he an unecrownerd! king, 

Merlical and surgical work are now be- 
Ing-inaugurated in the province of Agu- 
san, where a temporary howpital will soon 
be replaced by a permanent one, atid 
where, a3 in the Mountain Province and 
Nueva Viecaya, this work will exert a 
potent infldence in maintaining and ex- 
tending the friendly relations now exrst- 
ing with these people, in the absence of 
which we could not accomplish a tithe of 
what is actually being done for their bet- 
tenmcnt, 


SANITARY WORK 


Sanitary work among the wild mer is 
beset with difficulties. The savage is 1s0- 
ally glad enough to have one relieve fis 
sufferings, but in many cases he strenu- 
ously objects to one's compelling him to 
clean up his prenuses or his person. 

In this regard there are wide differ- 
ences between the several tribes. The 
Negritos are not far abowe the anthropoid 
apes, und the Tongots and the Mangyans 
have advanced but tithe beyond the Ne- 
gritos, The Bontoc Igerots are filthy, 
and while Governor Pack, of the Moun- 
tain Province, insists that the Benguet 
Ivorots are just mafurally dirty rather 
than filjhy, T venture to disagree with 
him. The [figaos are comparatively 
clean. The Kalingas are more so. The 
Tingians are one of the cleanliest peo- 
ples in the world. Improvement among 
the Benguet Igorots is now very notice- 
able: | 

The settlements of the Manobos on the 
Agusan River were until recently filthy 
and undrained. They swarmed with mos- 
quitos, and their inhabitants were, with 
few exceptions, victims of chrome ma- 
laria. The condition of these villages 1s 
now greatly improved and sume of them 


are relly medel settlements (see pages 
1234 and 12355). 

he Nester aleranelteary results. this 
far achieved have been among the [u- 
kidnons, where Lieutenant Governor 
Lewis has succeeded in converting: ramb- 
ling, ill-hept, foul-snielling cuncherias into 
the most sanitary towns in the Philip- 
pines, leaving little room for further im- 
provement (see page 1232). 


PRACTICAL SCHOOLS FOR THE WihLD MEX 


School work began promptly as soon 
as the will marti's territory was made at- 
cessible and reasonably safe. It has been 
vigorously prosecuted ever since with 
varying success. So far as my knowledge 
aml information go, every effort thus tar 
thie to educate the Negritos has failed. 
titterly. In my opirion, suctess cannot 
be hoped) for. 

These people are horn nomads of very 
low intelligence, and all that we can hope 
to accomplish for them 1s to restrain their 
mischievous, and occasionally criminal, 
tendencies, and at the same time to pro- 
tect them from injustice and oppression 
at the hands of their neighbors, This is 
being done with a-reasonable degree of 
syccess in Bataan, Zambales, Pampanga, 
Pangasinan, and Apayan, Nothing has 
as yet been done for the Negritos of the 
enst coast of northern Luzin, who are 
thundanth able to protect themselves, 
nor for those of Panay and Negros, 

English is taught in all schools. For 
the Benguet Tgorets there are schools af- 
fordmg to both boys and girls practical 
industrial traming, which not only tur- 
nishes them necessary mental discipline, 
hut increases their wage-earning capacity, 
Many of the Benguet towns already 
have secretary-treasurers, edticated in the 
schools of this subprovince, who can read, 
write, cipher, and keen books, Girls are 
taught to weave cloth on simple looms 
and are then allowed to take the looms 
home with them (ste page 12497). Thev 
soon teach others this valuable accom- 
plishment, 


INDUSTRIAL THAINING A MAREFD SUCCESS 


Among the Tiagaog the lintted arnt 
of work now in progress is also largely 
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industrial Tove are taught woodwork, 


at which they excel; stone splitting and 
cutting, at which they are very skillful 


(sec pages 1292, (244, and 1240), and 
iron work, in which they are very nuch 
rnterested, Girle are taught to weave and 
uit W 

Neither in Lepante nor in Bontoc have 
educational results «i any material im- 
portance bers obtained as yet, but the 
recent adoption of a sensible policy m- 
volyimg the laving of great emphasis on 
industria] traning leas me to believe 
they tiny be looked for in the near future. 

There @ one quite successful school 
among the Longo and here again in- 
dustrial work 1s the principal thing tauphst, 

Tf nothing more were accomplished 
than to persuade these especially filthy 
little savages te clean up, the work world 


be worth while. Asa matter of fact, they. 


display a wholly unanticipated degree of 
Mntelhigerce. 

No educational work has as yet been 
Innugurated among the Kalingas or the 
will ‘Tingians of Apayan, bat good 
schools were long smee established for 
the cvilized Tingians of Abra, who have 
alrendy greatly profited by them. 

The Bukidnon peeple ef Mindanaa 
were most anxious for schools, and one 
af the potent arguments wsed tn persuad- 
ing them to come down from the hills and 
to settle in organized villages was that 1f 
they failed to do this tt would be impos- 
sible for us to prowide schools for their 
children. Every litth Bukidtion village 
his brilt a good school-house and a dwell- 
ing for the schoctmaster, and the children 
are making extraordinary progress. 

Ina number of cases it has proved bet- 
ter to vestablish boarding-schools for the 
lovs and girls of a non-Christian tribe 
rather than te atternpt to seni) <chool- 
tasters into extremely teolate| places, 
where they would fined it dificult: to se- 
cure proper fool and would suffer greatly 
rium loneliness, Such a school has heen 
established for Taghanau boys at Abor- 


lan, m Palawan, and should rneot with a 


large degree of success, 
THE WILD MEN TAKE TO NASERALL 


In a previous article 7 have referred ta 
the beneficial results which have followed 
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ms 


from the introduction of field sports 
anong the adult wild men of northern 


Luzon, but 1 have not previously men- 


tioned what | believe to be the fact, that 
baseball is one of the really important 


things which the Bureau of Education 


has tatight the boys.* 

It is really wonderful to see how they 
take to the game and how it brightens 
them up and increases their activity and 
alertness. Keen interest is taken nut only 
by the baws themselves, but by their fath- 
ets and mothers, in. competitive games 
between different settlements. These 
games serve to bring the people tagether 
in a fmendly wav and result in endless 


good (see pages 1252 and 1255). 


THE WILD MEN PROTECTED Frou 
DANGEROUS INTOXICAN TS 
Prolubition of the use of intoxicants 
other than those which he himself manu. 
factures and has always been accus- 
toed to employ is one of the greatest 


hoons conferred on the wild man by the 


government, A Filipino seldom becomes 
a victim of weoholiem., He may take an 
occasional drink of vino, tuba, or beer, 
hut he almost never cdrinks-to excess. In 


this regard the wil man differs: raifi- 


cally from him: 

There are tribes. among: whom it is 
hardly goad etiquette to leiwe = feat 
sober. (nly fermented drinks are nade 
by these peaple, the chief matertals userl 
in their manufacture being rive, earn, 
the jwice of sngar-cane, and that of sev- 
eral different species of palms, These 
drinks are for the most) part compars- 
tively mild, arid mist be puzzled in late 
quantities in order to produce advanced 
intoxication. 

When these people, accustomed to 
nothing stronger, drink bad ving or worse 
whiskey {o great excess the results are 
shocking, Thev promptly get so crim 
that the whole universe apparently seems 
Ni Teel artind them. At all events, they 
obviously think that they have to hang 
on to the erass in order to stay on the 
ground! J have repe: tedly known ini 
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viduals to lall themselves outright by 
overindulgerice in the white man’s strong 
liquor. 

Furthermore, a wilt man who has 
once developed a taste for it will work 
to get it when nothing else will induce 
him to work, It became known to me 
that unserapulous persons were taking 
advantage of this weakness to sell bad 
liquor to the wild men in large quanti- 
ties and to secure them os laborers at 
smill expense. 

| am riot a beltever m the enactment 
of prohibitory legislation which cannot 
be enforced: but if happens that coni- 
tions a$ to transportation are sich, a0 
much of the mountam territory, os to 
render it comparatively easy to prevent 
the importation of Hyuar, and since the 
desirability of doimg so was evident, | 
drafted and submitted an-act which has 
been successfully enforced with very 
gratifying results, In the Agusan Val- 
ley, for instance, the chief transportation 
business a few years since was the slip- 
ment of sino wp river, Today the prin- 
cipal transportation business is the ship- 
ment of hemp down river. 

OPIUM SOT sty 

The yse of opium is ab present practi- 
eally unknown among the people of the 
non-Christian tribes except the Mors, 
and with the existing prohibitory legista- 
tion we-should, theoretically, be able ta 
keep it sc. Unfortunately, the facility 
with which opivm can be smuggled ts so 
preat as to rerider legislation probititting 
its ose largely farcical, and until the evil 
is checked by Limiting production in the 
countries where the drug is grown its 
use will inevitably continue to spread. 


AS TO CLOTHES 
No efforts have been put forth to per- 
suade the wild people, other than school 
children, to adopt the garb of ciwiliea- 
tion, This will surprise, and may even 


shock, many good people who have grown 


up in the belief that there is an intimate 
and necessary relationship between the 
clothing of the human body and morality 
in sexual relations, Such people will be 
still more surprised to learn the hard fact 
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that the mierality of a sumber of the ab 
most paiked tibes of the Philippmes. is, 
in such matters, far above that of any 
civilized nation m the world; and that, 
cutioushly encugh, some of the most fully 
clad Philippine wild tribes fall. farthest 


below the ordinary standard of civilized 


peoples. 

Furthermore, it is a sufficiently well- 
known fact that the health of men who 
have been accustomed to wear only clouts 
is often prejucicially influenced when 
they don. shirts or trotsers. 

We lave therefore been content to let 
the inevitable change come about gradu- 
ally, atu! I, at least, have regretted the 
rather rapid disappearance of some of 
the mare striking and attractive of the 
native costimecs, 

When the wild man acquires clothes, 
he usually begine at the top and works 
downward. Ao hat is the first article 
purchased; then comes. a shirt ar crv; 
then shoes. “Trousers are donned last of 


‘all. if at all. 


When the boys’ school at Baguio was 
opened, the pupils were fitted owt with 
natty blue unifetos, Shortly afterward 
| met six of them returning to agit 
after speoling Saturday and Sunday at 
home. They were wearmg their caps 
and coats, but their trousers were 202 
petiled from the ends of sticks carried 
ever their shoulders | 

lor some reason the tlea gained prev- 
tlence among the Benguet Tporot pres 
dentes of towns that their official posi- 
tion required the adoption of civilized 
drees, hut they nevertheless complained 
bitterly that trousers Hired them, and re- 
quested vacations from time to tine itt 
order that they might retire ternporarily 
from ptblic life and take off these un- 
comfortable garments. 

When on my eirlicr trips through the 
Laizon Mountains I was slipping and 
sliding over water-worn rocks ‘anil scal- 
ing cliffs with shoes worn out, feet tom 
and bleeding, and life and limb conse- 
quently imperiled, T envied my wild com- 
jeitions the tough natural sple Teather 
on the bottems of their bare feet. It 
never wore out, seemed impervintis to 
ents, and, aided by prehensible toes, gave 


the savages a far surer foothold tham the 
most perfectly constructed hobnailed 
shoes could possibly afford a white man.

At the best he was ttsially 
compelled ta sell his produce at a small 
fractim of its true value and to, poy 
three or four prices far everything that 
he boty ht. 

With a view. to remedying this situz- 
titi, Wwe Have extablishec 4 number of so- 
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root oes 
calles| which are nothing 
more Hor tess ha) poveniment sis, 
where the wild man‘inay purchase at a 
fri pre the things which he needs and 
may ell his produce at its real market 
value. Ele may also sell his weapons anil 
other manufactured articles if, os i 
often the case, they are of a sort which 
Cit sulreecjuerithy he coll to crvtlited rest: 
dents of the Philippines or to tourists. 

The result is that many of the wrt 
men cat purchase what they. .want in 
thetr own coutry al Feuaonalle DrIces, 
snd ‘cat dispose of what they have to 
cell withant being cheated. Thev. ‘ore 
nuick to tuke achvantage of the CFO 
tunity thes afforded, and their wilime- 
ness to work increases proportionately to 
ther desire 16 puirchase the ris which 
are displayed at the governmetit ex- 
changers. 

With the average wild man lite 1s one 
long struggle to get sufficient food feo 
himeelfand his family, One of the theys 
which we are endeavoring to do isto 
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show hunt how he can accomplish this.

similar crops, which can bear the heavy 
cost of transportation to the coast und 
“still be sald at a profit. 





The people of Bukidnon, many of
